NEW SECTION.  Section 1.  Storing of construction equipment and vehicles in highway median10

prohibited -- penalties. (1) For the purposes of this section, a "highway median" is the area between the lanes11

of a divided highway that is not designed or ordinarily used for vehicular travel.12

(2)  (a) A contractor or a subcontractor who is engaged in the construction or reconstruction of a state13

highway, as defined in 60-1-103, may not, during the construction or reconstruction:14

(i)  store, place, or locate equipment or vehicles in the highway median unless the equipment or vehicles15

are in actual use during the work period or in use for traffic control or safety; or16

(ii) store, place, or locate equipment or vehicles in the highway median on holidays, weekends, or17

overnight.18

(b)  A person working on the construction or reconstruction project may not park the person's private19

vehicle in the highway median at any time.20

(c)  All traffic control and safety devices must be removed from the median at the conclusion of the21

project or at a point in the project when they are no longer necessary.22

(3)  Each violation of the provisions of subsection (2) is punishable by a fine of not more than $5,000.23

(4)  A contracting company whose gross negligence in violation of subsection (2) results in loss of life24

may not participate in future highway construction projects in the state of Montana for 1 year.25
